I l advised that he was employed by Nuclear 

Materials and Equipment Corporation (NUMEC) in approximately 
1961 (exact date unknown) and has been continuously employed 
at the Ap ollo. PA, nuclear facility until the present, 
j] [advised he was initially hired as a laborer in 

the Maintenance Department, but he believed he worked approximately 
two months and was transferred to the Shipping and Receiving 
Department as a laborer and truck driver, where he has worked 
until the present. 

~| advised that his job included loading 
trucks and driving the company trucks. lie advised that 
Shipping and Receiving was under th e direct supervision 

of 1 and that | 1 was responsible 

for obtaining trucks, insuring the materials were ready 

for shipment, insuring the proper documentation was ready , 

and insuring that the tr ucks were loaded properly. | | 

stated that on occasion, ! Iwould he lp load a truck, 

but due to union lotions. I J help was infrequent. 

He further stated that | is currently the 

traffic manager for the plant's present owner, Babcock and 
Wilcox, Inc./®*) 


When asked if he recalled any shipment of special 
nuclear materials or any shipment of equipment to Israel, 

— ladvised he did recall handling a piece of equipment 

in the mi ddle or late 60s (month, day and year unreca ^gd) , 

that I | told him he was going to Israel. | 

advised that the equipment consisted of a crate measuring • 

approximately four feet by four feet by four feet, containing 
a piece of equipment he described as cast metal, like a radiator 

He stated he believed the truck was loaded in the early . , 

afternoon hours when he was instructed to move the ttuc*fjs>T f\ 
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containing the piece of equipment to the NUMEC Park Township 
Facility where he believed it was stored for approximately 

one or two days. advised that afte r one or two 

days' storage, he received instructions from | 
to drive the equip ment to New York City for loading aboard 
a ship. I I stated he could not recall exactly, but 

thought he delivered the crate to Pier 34 in the New York 
Harbor. He further advised he could not remember what time 
of year it was, but stated that he remembered leaving in 
warm rainy weather in Pittsburgh, but encountered icy road 
conditions, which caused him to be late delivering the crate 
at New York City. He further recalled receiving a message 
at a toll booth on the New Jersey Turnpike for him to call 
| l and explain why he was late with the delivery. 

He believed his route of travel was v ia the Penn sylvania 
Turnpike to the New Jersey Turnpike. | | stated he 

recalled when he delivered the crate at the pier in New 
York, there was no delay in off-loading it from his truck 
directly onto the ship . He furt her stated he does not recall 
the name of the ship. | |volunteered that he did 

not know if anything was contained inside the cast metal 
equ ipmen t 


| j advised that his normal work area was 

the loading dock area at the Apollo nuclear facility which 
consisted of a single truck bay, which adjoined the low 
enriched uranium manufacturing area. He advised that it 
would be unlikely that people from the manufacturing area 
of the Apollo plant would come out to the loading dock, 
because they were not allowed to do so. He explained that 
people in the manufacturing area, which he described as 
the "hot area" wore white uniforms and shoes and were prohibited 
from entering the outer areas of the plant, including the 
Shipping and Receiving area, because thei r uniforms may 
contain traces of radioactive materials. | | stated 

that people who worked in the Shipping and Receiving areas 
and other non-contaminated areas wore blue uniforms and 
everyone in the plant knew exactly where the dividing lines 
were between the clean areas and the "hot areas." 


| advised that he knew Dr. Zelman Shapiro 
(phonetic), NUMEC ' s owner, only by sight, but stated he 
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had observed Dr. Shapiro w alking thr ough the plant usually 
about two times per week. I I further advised he had b 

heard that Dr. Shapiro roamed freely in the plant at any b 

time of day or night, but rarely talked with any of the 
employees. | ~] advised he at no time ever observed 

Dr. Shapiro during the evenings on the loading dock, nor 
could he remember ever seeing Dr. Shapiro at the NUMEC facility 
during the evening hours. 

| advised he remembered doing one favor 
for Dr. Zelman Shapiro, which consisted of moving a glass 
cabinet from Dr. Shapiro’s office at NU MEC to his Squirrel 

Hill home on his departure from NUMEC. I Is tated 

that in this instance, it was not Dr. Shapiro, but I 1 

who asked him to move the cabinet for Dr. Shapiro. 

When | |was asked how he knew the difference 

between high enriched and low enrichard materials, he provided 
the following descriptions: He stated that high enriched 

materials were always packed in a silver-colored can that 
were approximately the size of a one-quart paint can. He 
stated low enriched materials, however, were shipped in 
two-gallon buckets th at were much larger and weighed approximately 
60 pounds. 1 | further stated that high enriched materials 
were always sh ipped by taking a small container and placing 
it in a larger container, which he described as a 6M can, 
approximately the size of a five— gallon can, which contained 
formiculite insullation and was sealed with a snap ring. 

| advised that the only other person who 
might have been aware of any equipment or materials being 

shipped out of the country was the shipping clerk. I I 

| who prepared the bills of lading. | [then 

stated ne could recall no further information concerning 
this incident.

After being advised of 
the identity of the interviewing Agents and the nature of 
the interview, Desmond provided the following information: 

ladvised that he was employed by the Nuclear 
Materials and Equipment Coproration (NUMEC) on February 15, 

1960, as a Quality Control Supervisor. He then stated that 
sometime during 1962 or 1963, NUMEC appointed him Transportation 
Supervisor, a job he retained until June, 1979, during the 
changes in ownership from NUMEC to Atlantic Richfield Company 
to the present owner, Babcock and Wilcox, I nc. In June, 

1979, Babcock and Wilcox appointed I I to his present 

position as a Transportation Specialist. 

| advised that in his job as Transportation 
Supervisor, his office was located on the lo ading doc k in 
the main production facility at Apollo, Pa. | Jrelated 

that there were other NUMEC facilities located at Parks 
Township, Pa., and Quehanna, Pa., but that any shipping 
done from these facilit ies was d one through his office at 
the main Apollo plant. I l advised that during the ^ 

1960* s, | — 1 a Shipping Clerk, was also lo cated 

in his office beside tne loading dock at Apollo, Pa. I I 

advised his own job required him to arrange for air, sea 
and land transportatio n for shi pments of materi als leaving 
the NUMEC facilities. | 1 then stated that |_ — □ 

job was to prepare the documentation for eaffh shipment and 

insure the loads were arranged properly. I |then related 

that both he and| |had access to the accounting 

records concerning the manufacture and shipment of any nuclear 
materials produced by NUMEC. Both men had access to special 
nuclear materials when they were delivered to the loading 
dock for shipment and while they were aboard NUMEC company 
trucks. 

ladvised that in order to ship products, 
a "shipper's list 1 * was sent to his office after having been 
signed off by representatives from the following departments 
at NUMEC: Health, Nuclear Safety, Security, Accountability, 
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and finally Shipping. I I related that low-enriched 

nuclear materials were packed by the Shipping Department 
and loaded aboard the trucks at the loading dock. He stated 
that high-enriched nuclear products were loaded by the vault 
handlers into special packaging in the "hot cell," which 
he described as a clean room where manipulater arms were 
used to handle the materials. The high-enriched products 
were loaded into "casks with cooling fins" and closed in 
the hot cell before they were delivered to the loading dock. 

Istated the only function performed on the loading 
dock was to place a final seal on these casks and then load 
them aboard the trucks. Storage of nuclear materials was 
not allowed on the loading dock; therefore, they had to 
be immediatel y loaded aboard trucks and dispatched to their 
destination. | "[ further advised that the shipper |s 

list usually noted what kind of material was located within 
these casks, but under no circumstances were the casks opened 
on the loading dock to v erify either the type of substance 
or the amount. I Istated they always took the vault 

handler's word for what was contained in the shipping containers. 

Istated the aforementioned casks always contained 
"hot" materials and were delivered to the loading dock by 
the vault handlers rather than day laborers from the loading 
dock entering the plant to obtain the shipping containers. 

| |then stated that employees working in the manufacturing 

areas of the Apollo facilities wore white coveralls and 
shoe covers and there were specific limits within the plants 
to which these people had access. Similarly, those people 
who worked on the loading dock in the non-manufacturing 
areas wore blue coveralls with no shoe cove rs and were not 
allowed to walk inside the plant. I | stated that some 

of the high-enriched materials, which he described as 20% 
uranium, arrived at the loading dock in temporary storage 
containers kn own as st ovepipes, which were made out of corrugated 
sheet metal. I "I stated that contained in these stovepipes 

would be three smaller containers, measuring approximately 
3" x 8", which his shipping personnel removed from the stove- 
pipe and placed in a single steel container, known as a 2R 
inner container. This container was then placed in another 
drum, he described as a 5 5 gallon drum with insulation,, 
and sealed for shipping. I 1 stated this is the only 

time he or his personnel come in contact with any high- 
enriched uranium products. 
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When asked if he recalled any s hipment o f special 
nuclear materials or equipment to Israel, I | advised 

he recalled at least four separate, nuclear material shipments

shipment early the next morning. | [advised that 

Dr. Zalman Shapiro called him at home early in the morning 
of the following day and told him to move the shipment immediately 
to its destination. | ~| advised he arrived at work early 

in the morning, perhaps 7:00 AM, and was then told by Dr. Shapiro 
to unload the truck, that the shipment had been canceled.

then abo ard a Zim-Israel Steamship Lines ship to Israel. 

"" | could not recall the exact destination, name of 

the ship, nor the contents of the cask, again citing the 
fact that he took the vault handler's word on the materials 
contained in the cask, inasmuch as opening this type of 
container would expose himself and his crew to extreme 
danger .^5 

3. | l advised that during the late summer or 

early fall of 1965 (exact time period unknown) he was told 
by Dr. Shapiro to personally take a c rate containing unknown 
materials to New York City. | "l advised the crate measured 

approximately 3%' x 3*s * x 3 ^ 1 a nd he believed it may have contained 
radioactive material. | advised he personally took 

the crate, as directed by Dr. Shapiro, to TWA Airlines at 
Greater Pittsburgh International Airport (GPIA) and accompanied 
the crate to New York city, New York, where he personally 
delivered the crate via rented station wagon to a representative 
of the Is raeli Defe nse Ministry (name unknown) in Manhattan, 

New York. | I related that prior to his departure. 

Dr. Shapiro told him to call the Israel Consul if he 
needed any help. Againl ' Iprovided from his personal 
telephone index the followi ng name at the Israeli Consulate:

4. I l advised that in approximately September, 

1966, Dr. Shapiro again told him to personally escort a 
shipment from the NUMEC Fa cility at Quehanna, Pa. , to the 
Newark, New Jersey, area. I I described the NUMEC Facility 

at Quehanna, Pa., as the site of an experimental nu clear 

reactor previously owned by Penn State University!* I I 

advised he was also accompanied on this tr ip by I | 

(phonetic), a NUMEC Safety Offici al, and I | (phonetic) , 

a NUMEC Contracts Administrator. I I recalled that 

this shipment consisted of two crates, one measuring approx imat^yv^ 
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8' x 10* x 8', and the second crate measuring approximately 
4’ x 5" x 4'. These crates were marked with radioactive 
symbols. He stated he recalled this shipment was escorted ! 
to the Pennsylvania-New Jersey border by the Pennsylvania ; 

State Police and was monitore d in New Jersey by the New

about the foregoing shipments. further advised 

he could not recall ever shipping any materials to any other 
country but Israel and further related that it was highly 
unusual that materials would be taken directly from the 
backs of the trucks on to ships. He stated it was his experience 
that materials are usually removed from incoming trucks 
and placed in a warehouse prior to being loaded on a ship. 

^then advised that NUMEC's shipping agent in New 

York City who handled the arrangements with both Zim-Israel 
and Maheir Steamship Lineswas W. J. Burns and Company,

l advised that until approximately 1978, 
the Apollo Nuclear Facility handled low-enriched uranium,

| | advised that he was employed by Nuclear 

Materials and Equipment Corp. (NUMEC) in February, 1965, 
(exact date unknown) and was continuously employed 
at the Apollo, Pa., f acility thr ough two ownership changes 
until October, 1978. l advised that he was fired 

in October, 1978, by the present owner, Babcock and Wilcox, 
Inc., for job abandonment following an alleged job related 
illness. 


advised that upon being hired at NUMEC, 
he was given three days of schooling on the equipment he 
was to operate and briefed by the Personnel Manager and 
Low Enrichment Facility Foreman concerning the security 
measures at the Apollo facility nuclear plant. He then 
commenced his pro duction lin e job upon completion of this 
brief schooling. | | related that his exact position 

was Senior Ammonator Operator in the Low Enriched Operations 
area, which was immediately adjacent to the load ing dock 
area of the Apollo nuclear facility. | | further 

described the NUMEC Apollo plant as being broken down into 
four areas: the Low Enriched area, the High Enriched area, 

the Sphere area, and the Peletizer area. He advised that 
although his full-time job was on the Low Enriched Area 
Ammonator, he worked overtime in the High Enriched area 
on several occasions. 

|advised in late March or early April, 

1965 (exact date unknown) while working on a swing shift 
from 3:30 p.m. until 12:00 a.m., his Ammonator was shut 
down between approximately 9:00 and 10:00 p.m. in the evening, 
He stated that because of the negative air pressure within 
the plant area, conditions were usually very warm so he 
walked out to the loading dock for a breath of air. The 
loading dock was located approxim ately 20 fe et from his 
equipment through a single door. | | advised that 
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employees often went to the loading dock to get a 

of air and further said he thought he remembered an employees' 

eating area on the dock. 

| I related that when he entered the loading 

dock area on this particular evening, he noticed a flatbed 
truck backed up to the loading dock with some strange equip- 
ment on it. He described the equipment as several steel 
cabinets with some kind of gauges on the fro nt of them and 
other equipment which looked like a lathes.
